Hon, Mark U. Jobnston, of Baldwin 
County, Passes Away. 


A GENTLEMAN WELL KNOWN IN ATLANTA 


Typhoid Fever Was the Cause of His 
Death—He Was One of Georgia’s 
Best Stock Raisers.

And the announcement of his death will 
be read with regret by the many people in 
Atlanta who knew and liked the genial and 
clever gentleman. ; 

Mark Johnston was one of the most pop- 
ular and successful citizens of Baldwin 
county and more than once had been com- 


plimented by his fellow citizens with posi- 


tions of honor trust. 

During the year 1884 he was elected to 
the legislature from that county, and when 
he came to Atlanta to reside through his 
term, but few in the city knew him. But 
in a short time Mr. Johnston drew around 
him a host of friends by his genial, clever 
ways. He was a handsome, dashing fel- 
low with whom all were glad to meet, and 
was one of the first, if not the very first 
man in Atlanta to swing a four-in-hand 
around the corners. While in the legisla- 
ture Mr. Johnston was one of the best, 
safest and most careful lawmakers the 
state gad, and when he arose in that body 
to talk his words were listened to attentive- 
ly. He was not only a good speaker but he 
was a man of deep thought and rarely ever 
made a mistake. Those who were with him 
in the house during his term still speak of 
the unusual wisdom he displayed as a leg- 
islator. 

Mr. Johnston was a great lover of fine 
horses, and during his temporary residence 
in the city brought from his country home, 
near Milledgeville, half a dozen or more 
good horses which were soon the delight of 
the city. Four of these were evenly matched 
greys and unless the quartet was seen at 
the same time # was hard to say that the 
same horse had not been seen instead of the 
four. One of Mr. Johuston's favorite pass- 
times was a drive every afternoon behind 
those four, and he always held the strings 
himself for he was one of the best whips 
in the state. 

At that time a four-in-hand was a novelty 
in Atlanta and Mr. Johnston was looked 
upon as a wonder, but among his friends he 
was known as one of the best hearted and 
kindest men in the world. Never during 


his life did Mark Jobreton turn the bax 


his hand to a friend or to any one who 
might be in distross. He was one of the 
kindest and truest men in the world, and 
was ever ready co help any one who came 
to him for help. 

When Mr. Cleveland was first elected 
president Mr. Johnston was given a place 
in the revenue department and there, as 
everywhere else in me, he did his work 
well. So well, indeed, did he discuarge his 
duties that he was, in event of Clveland’s 
re-election, bookd for a much better and 
more profitable position. 

After retiring from politics Mr. Johnston 
went back to his farm in Baldwin and gave 
his time to his stock farm. He was very

Mr. Rothschild Subsides. 
Word comes from the international mon- 


sideration, and there Is a well-grounded 
impression, according to the dispatches, 
that the debates of the conference will 
have no appreciable results. 

We gather from this that the Rothschild 
proposition was merely an experimental 
chunk thrown out for the delegates to 
the conference to chew on. It did not 
even show, as the public had the right to 
suppose, that Great Britain has any inter- 
est whatsoever in silver. The ex- 
tent, as well as the intent, of the propo- 
sition was not to take any step in the 
direction of bimetallism, but to meet the 
views of the financiers of British India, 
and to prevent undue fluctuation in coun- 
cil bills. 

We may take it for granted, therefore, 
that The Constitution’s prognostications as 
to the work of the conference were cor- 
rect. As we stated the other day, Europe 
wants to eat its pie and have it. It 
doesn’t want silver to find its natural 
level, and on the other hand, it doesn’t 
want the metal to increase in value very 
materially. The Rothschild plan was for 
the conferring nations to buy silver bul- 
lion until the price touched 43 pence, and 
then to cease buying. This would mean 
about 80 cents an ounce in this country, 
whereas the metal must reach $1.29 an 
ounce before there is parity between the 
two metals. 

The New York Times, which has not 
been noted for humor since it abolished 
its sixth column” pleasantries, brings to 
the discussion of the Rothschild proposi- 
tion a view so new and paradoxical that 
it ought to find a place in the funn 
column. “What we have reason to 
dread,“ says The Times, “and what is as 
sure to come upon us as the gun is sure 
to rise each day, is the arrival of the 
the time when our government cannot re- 
deem its notes in gold.“ 

This is not precisely in the line of 
American humor, which depends on broad 
and obvious effects, but it is gilt-edged, 
metropolitan satire. Outside of itg gold 
notes, the government is under no obli- 
gations to redee™n anything in gold. There 
are no such obligations in the law, and 
The Times cannot find any. More than 
this, if the statute book were filled with 
such obligations the day has passed long 
ago when the government could meet 
them. ‘The treasury holds a supply of 
gold for the redemption of greenbacks, 
but the silver certificates are all redeem- 
able in silver at the option of the govern- 
ment. If The Times will come down out 
of the air and inquire into the matter, 
it will discover that the situation is not 
what its fancy has painted it. 

We advise our contemporary, and all 
other contemporaries, to discuss this ques- 


ton from a rational standpoint,’ The Sher-

_ Ex-Secretary Fairchild. 

Hon. Charles 8. Fairchild, who was sec- 
retary of the treasury during the last 
years of Mr. Cleveland's administration, 
has recently been credited with saying 
that he wants no office.

The Sherman Silver Law. | 

The Constitution, commenting recently 
on the demand made by The New York 
World and other democratic papers, for 
the immediate repeal of the Sherman sil- 
ver law, called attention to the fact that 
the repeal inyolved the whole silver prob- 
lem, and was not to be disposed of lightly; 
that to touch on the law opened up the 
question in its entirety. 

It is true that the democratic platform 

demands the repeal of the Sherman law, 
and it is equally true that it ought to be 
repealed; but those who put the demand 
in the platform knew that it involved 
other corfsiderations that could not be 
dealt with in the platform, but that 
would make themselves felt at the proper 
time. 
It is well known that the Sherman law 
was passed as a substitute for a free coin- 
age bill. It was the invention of a mo- 
ment, crude, and—from the goldolatry 
point of view—extremely dangerous. It 
is more dangerous now than it was when 
it was adopted. “It has been hurrying the 
country not to a silver basis (which would 
be a blessing if silver were remonetised), 
but to a silver bullion basis—to the basis 
of the 65-cent dollar. But, from a com- 
mon sense point of view, it would be 
mere dangerous repealed—without the 
safety valve of a free coinage law—than 
it is on the statute books. 

We informed The World that the Sher- 
man law could not be safely repealed un- 
less some measure going still further in 
the direction, of sustaining silver were 
permitted to take its place.

Dr. Sims's repu- 
tation as à surgeon in the capitals of Europe 
was very high. “For services rendered to 
humanity” he was made a .Chevalier of the 
Legion of Honor by Napoleon III. He served 
as surgeon-in-chief of the Anglo-American 
ambulance corps in the Franco-Prussian war. 


He was a grand master in the Order of the 


Crown of Italy, a member of the Golden 
Fleece of Portugal and of the Order of Isa- 
bella of Spain, and was decorated by the king 
of Belgium. He was given a valuable ring 
by Empress Eugenie, which ring is now worn 
by Dr. Wyeth.

SIXTY DOLLARS FOR THE WIDOWS. 


Senators Defeat an Effort to Make the Pen- 
sions $72. 


All yesterday was spent by the senate 
in discussing the pensions for widows of 
confederate veterans. 

A proposition to make the pension $100 
a year was defeated by a large majority 
and an effort to make it $72 shar 
same fate. The house had fixed upon 560 
a year and the senate finance committee 
was divided in the question. Some favor- 
ed $60, holding that the state is not able 
to be any more generous than that for next 
year. It means a difference of $40 a year 
to all the widows on the roll or a total re- 
duction of $180,000. A minority of the 
committee reported in favor of $100 a year 
as under the old law but a majority of the 
committee reported in favor of $60 which 
was finally the amount agreed to after a 
compromise on $72 fell through. 

This bill as adopted allows pensions only 
to the widows of soldiers in Georgia regi- 
ments killed during the war or dying sub- 
sequently from wounds contracted in the 
war. Widows of soldiers from other states 
who may move to Georgia will not be eli- 
gible to receive pensions, The house pro- 
vision, which shut out widows with a home- 
stead, was killed and there is no discrimina- 
tion between the rich and poor widows, 

The Minority Report. 

Senators Blalock, Mink, Matthews, Smith, 
from the fifteenth, Fitzgerald and Pinson 
presented the minority report. They said 
that they recommended $100 “as a matter 
of simple justice to our worthy and hon- 
orable widows of our confederate soldiers, 
who gave their lives for what they believed 
to be right and for the best interest of 
Georgia.” After these long years of suf- 
fering and deprivation it seems to àa minori- 
ty of this committee that if this loved 
charge of Georgia. is to receive recognition 
at the hands of the legislature, it should be 
made as substantial as possible and when we 
recall to mind that they are now old and are 
like their departed husbands, being fast 
stricken from the roll, we insist that the 
sum of $100 is not too much to pay them 
and that Georgia is both willing and able.

He Was Arrested Yesterday on a Yery 
Serious Charge. 


THE TRIAL TAKES PLACE TODAY. 


Helmes Says He Doesn't Know Mrs. 
Vaughn—Mrs. Vaughn Claims to 
Know Helmes. 


Nothing less than a sensation did the ar- 
rest of Patrolman W. J. Helmes at the 
police headquarters yesterday morning 
create. 

And the charges preferred against Helmes 
is no less sensational, but is also of a very 
damaging character.

Early in the, forenoon of yesterday Helmes 
was passing the saloon of Vaughn and 
stepped inside to impart some . in- 
formation to Mr. Vaughn, and according to 
Helmes this is what passed between the two, 
Helmes taking the saloon keeper aside and 
divulging some hitherto unknown informa- 
tion to him, 

„1 thought,” said the patrolman to 
Vaughn, “that I would just stop in and do 
you a favor. Sometime ago I heard a man 
say something about your wife, and I in- 
tended to tell you about it, but have never 
found the time until now. The main reason 
I come now is because this morning, when I 
was passing your house, I saw a man go in 
the front door. If I were you I would pre- 
tend that I was going to the Red Men Tues- 
day night, but instead watch to see who 
comes while you are away.“ 

Vaughn, not at all suspicious of his wife, 
never stopped work to go home until word 
came to him that she had been assaulted, 
and by Helmes. After a talk with his wife 
Vaughn decided to swear out a warrant 
charging Helmes with assaulting her, 


she Arrest of Helmes. 
Vaughn swore out the warrant before 


Justice Landrum but did not wait for 3 
bailiff to serve it. He went immediately to 
the station house where he thought he 
would be most likely to find his man and 
have him arrested there. When Vaughu en- 
tered the police headquarters Helmes was 
seated on a bench talking to Sheriff Mor- 
row. 

In an excited manner Vaughn rushed up 
to where the object of his search was seated 
by the sheriff, and thrusting the warrant to- 
wards Sheriff Morrow he pointed at — 
who was in full police uniform, and demaud 
that he be arrested. The sheriff was as- 
tounded, to say the least, and Helmes had 
the appearance of being rather surprised at 
the turn things had taken. 

“Arrest that man,” called out Vaughn 
again, 2 at Helmes. 

Sheriff Morrow arrested Helmes, who 
made not the least resistance, and led him 
over to the sheriff's office, where he was put 
in the charge of Bailiff Crenshaw. 

When the warrant was read to him 
Helmes only laughed and denounced the 
whole affair as absurd,

„J never was more surprised in my life 
than when my wife told me that Helmes 
had assaulted her. What are things coming 
to? I have always took Helmes by the 
hand and called ‘brother.’ I'll tell you 
just how it was. My wife was at her home 
about her business when Brother Helmes—

right in without knocking. 

Helmes caught hold of m, wife and 
assaulted her and she took a broom stick 
and run both of them out of the house.

He expected to marry a cousin 
of Scoggins’s when she obtained a 
divorce from her husband. Scoggins had 
been summoned as a witness in the divorce 
case and was remonstrating with his uncle 
and his cousin for requiring him to go to 
court.

“The bill to limit the issuance of stocks and 


bonds and the creation of floating indebted- 
ness by railroad companies must perilous 
embarrass the work of reorganization of the 
many railroad companies of the state of 
Georgia now. in the hands of receivers. It 
will be admitted that the most difficult of 
properties to value are the railroads. 
heir tangible properties, such as their tracks 
and roadbeds, cannot be said to have a mar- 
ket value and any attempt to limit the value 
of the stocks, bonds and other securities of 
a railway company to its tangible property 
must, on due consideration, be adju im- 
practicable. The value of the stocks, bonds 


and other securities of a railway company de- 


pends upon a great many variable factors, 
such as the rates which can be charged, the 
competition which exists and the management 
of the property. The same railway propert 
may well vary 20 per cent in value with dif- 
ferent managements, md a reduction of rates 
by railroad tcosamissions or resulting from 
competition may bankrupt, in a few months, 
a company whose stocks are today selling 
above par. I am sure you will recognize the 
statements I here make as stubborn facts, 
which have been illustrated time and again 
within the memory of All of us. Under these 
circumstances, to limit the stock and bond 
issues of a railway company to the price 
which its property may bring under foreclos- 
ure of mortgage, or to fhe value of a railroad 
and its puget equipment. as such 
value may estimated today in 
the present depressed condition of 
affairs, would inevitably lead to the 
wiping out of all of the stocks and many of 
the junior securities of the railroads of this 
state now in the hands of receivers. I am 
convinced that such levislation would destroy 
enormous values in the state of Georgia. 

We must all recognize that the state of 
Georgia is post ary 6 dependent for its pros- 
perity upon outside canital, and it necessa- 
rily follows that whatever tends to keep 
capital away from this state tends to retard 
its development. The two bills above referred 
to, if they become laws, will not only seri- 
ously restrict the number of investors in the 
stocks and bonds of Georgia railway compan- 
ies, but will put the world on notice that be- 
fore an investment can be made in such stocks 
and bonds a careful examination must be 
made to ascertain whether the issues are 
authorized. These clouds thus cast upon the 
railway securities of your state must inevi- 
tably prevent the great mass of investors 
from putting their money in Georgia, for the 
railway securities of other states are many 
in number and have no such clouds upon them. 
The effect of these bills, if they become laws, 
would be to stifie free trade in Georgia rail- 
way securities, and thus handicapped in the 
race of progress we must @xpect to be dis- 
tauced by our competitors. 

There seems to be a very prevalent fear in 
the state of Georgia that the railways of the 
state have been in the past too greatly con- 
trolled by outside capital. Truth compels me 
to say that I have no sympathy with any 
such sentiment, for I am sure that a dollar 
invested in Georgia will do just the same 
amount of good to the state whether it comes 
from New York, Boston or Atlanta; but if 
there is anything in the railway history of 
this state to justify such a fear we may be 
sure that as the majority of the first mort- 
gage bonds of the Georgia railway compan- 
ies are held outside of this state, the result 
of such legislation as is prepeesd will be, 
by the obliteration of junior securities and 
stocks on foreclosures of 1 to deprive 
the citizens of Georgia of such interests in 
her a as they now possess.

WAS ARRESTED YESTERDAY AFTERNOON 


The Evidence Against Him Is Strong, but 
Purely Circumstantial—He Denies the 
Charge Made Against Him. 


Fred Cunningham, the young man sus- 
pected of the murderous assault upon Mr. 
John Roberts, was arrested and locked up 
in the Fulton county jail yesterday after- 
noon. He was found picking cotton in a 
neld within sight of Roberts’s home, and 
offered no resistance when taken in charge 
by Sheriff Morrow. A big revolver pro-

to murder. This warrant he sent to Sher- 
iff Morrow’ yesterday forenoon for execu- 
tion. Sheriff Morrow secured Detective 
Bone to go with him to Cunningham’s home 
and the two officers left the city just before 
noon. They went first to Roberts's home, 
where they found him some worse from his 
wounds than he had been the day previous, 
and confined to his bed. He directed them 
to Cunningham's home. 

The young man was not at home, and his 
sister-in-law told the officers that he was 
in a Cotton field near by. The sheriff and 
detective surprised Cunningham, and if he 
had desired to use his pistol he would not 
have had time. He was brought to the 
er! and lodged in the county jail. 

unningham strongly denies all knowl- 
edge of the shooting of Roberts, and de- 
clares that he and his brother are nmo- 
cent. The evidence against him is purely 
circumstantial, not one point, of positive 
evidence having been secured. What the 
detectives consider @ strong link in the 
chain of circumstantial evidence is the 
fact that tracks corresponding to the size 
of shoes worn by Cunningham were found 
leading from Cunningham’s home to the 
place where Roberts and his little son were 
shot from ambush. They also secured 
some loaded shells, loaded with shot of the 
same size as those which were taken from 
Roberts’s arm. A pair of shoes were taken 
charge of by Sheriff Morrow to be used as 
evidence in the trial. 

Cunningham is a young man about nine- 
teen years of age and is unmarried. He 
lives with his half brother, Jim Head. 
Head, it will be remembered, was cut up 
pretty badly by Roberts about ten days 
ago, and is still in a dangerous condition. 

The condition of Roberts and his son 
was none improved yesterday. Both were 
confined, to their beds, suffering from their 
wounds. Neither is dangerously hurt, but 
will be some time in recoxering.
